19(new). An herbal extract having anti-viral activity prepared by extracting 
comminuted Fructus Ligustri Lucidi(privet fruit), Rhizoma Polygonati(sealwort), Herba 
Agrimoniae(agrimonia), Radix Rehmanniae Glutinosae Conquitae(steamed glutinous 
rehmannia)or a mixture thereof, with at least one low polarity solvent, to obtain a crude 
extract, purifying said crude extract by gel filtration by placing said crude extract on a 
column packed with silica gel and eluting said crude extract to obtain a purified herbal 
extract. 
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
